To  authorize  the  construction  of  a  sewer  on  Dauphin  street,  between  Six- 
teenth and  Nineteenth  streets. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into 
contract  with  competent  mechanics  for  the  construction  of  a 
m  lin  sewer  on  the  line  of  Dauphin  street,  from  its  present 
terminus,  near  Sixteenth  street,  to  Nineteenth  street.

Sect.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  said 
sewer,  and  that  the  contract  entered  into  for  the  construc- 
tion thereof,  stall  be  in  accordance  with  such  plans  and 
specifications. 

Sect.  3.  That  before  entering  into  the  said  contract,  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  cause  advertisement 
to  be  made  for  sealed  proposals,  for  the  construction  of  the 
sewer,  at  a  specific  sum  per  lineal  foot ;  that  the  total  cost 
of  said  sewer  shall  not  exceed  the  estimates  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  the  work  to  be  done,  and  that 
the  contract  therefor  shall  be  awarded  by  him  to  the  lowest 
and  best  bidder,  who  shall  agree  to  keep  said  sewer  and 
street  in  repair  for  three  years  after  its  completion,  and  no 
contract  therefor  shall  be  binding  on  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, until  the  same  shall  have  been  authorized  by  these 
Councils. 

Sect.  4.  That  no  proposal  for  the  construction  of  the  said 
sewer  shall  be  considered  by  the  said  Chief.  Commissioner 
of  Highways,  unless  accompanied  by  an  engagement  in  writ- 
ing from  two  or  more  sufiicient  sureties,  guaranteeing  the 
faithful  execution  of  the  contract  in  case  such  proposal  be 
accepted.

Sect.  6.  That  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  such  contract 
that  the  contractor  shall  accept  the  sum  so  assessed  and 
charged  under  the  foregoing  section  of  this  ordinance,  in  part 
payment  of  his  contract  price,  and  that  he  shall  collect 
the  same  at  his  own  cost ;  and  the  better  to  enable  him  so 
to  do,  he  may  use  the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
employ  all  legal  remedies  or  proceedings,  whether  of  lien  or 
otherwise,  to  which  the  said  City  may  be  competent. 

Sect.  7.  That  portion  of  the  cost  of  said  sewer  which

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Tele- 
graph Company  be,  and  it  is,  hereby  authorized  to  lay,  con- 
struct, and  maintain  a  line  of  underground  telegraph  from 
the  Schuylkill  River  eastward  to  their  main  ofiice  at  Third 
and  Chestnut  streets,  along  the  following  route  :  Along  Simea 
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street  to  Twenty-second  street ;  along  Barker  street  to  Twen- 
ty-first street;  along  Twenty-first  street  to  Jones  street; 
along  Jones  street  to  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  freight  de- 
pot, at  Sixteenth  and  Market  streets;  along  Fifteenth  street 
to  Cherry  street ;.  along  Cherry  street  to  Third  street,  and 
along  Third  street  to  Chestnut  street. 

Sect.  2.  That  during  the  construction  of  said  underground 
telegraph  line  none  of  said  streets  shall  be  opened  for  a 
greater  distance  than  one  hundred  feet  in  length  on  said 
route  at  one  time,  nor  shall  the  trench  be  of  a  greater  width 
than  eighteen  inches,  and  immediately  upon  the  completion 
of  each  one  hundred  feet  of  such  underground  telegraph  the 
earth  and  pavement  shall  be  replaced  entire  and  in  good 
order :  Provided,  That  said  work  shall  be  done  under  the 
supervision  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways. 

Sect.  3.  The  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  at  all  times  have 
free  and  exclusive  use  of  two  of  the  wires  of  said  underground 
telegraph  for  municipal  purposes,  said  wires  to  be  extended 
from  Fifth  and  Cherry  streets  to  the  Central  Office  of  the 
Police  and  Fire-alarm  Telegraph,  at  Fifth  and  Chestnut 
streets.  Provided,  That  the  said  company  shall  keep  that 
portion  of  the  streets  through  which  the  trenches  are  dug 
and  wires  laid  in  good  order  and  repair. 

Sect.  4.  That  before  commencing  work  under  this  ordi- 
nance the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Telegraph  Company  shall  first 
file  in  the  Law  Department  an  obligation  to  faithfully  obey 
and  comply  with  the  terms  of  this  ordinance,  and  all  other 
ordinances  now  or  hereafter  passed  regulating  underground

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Coimcils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  River  Front  Railroad, 
Company  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  authorized  to  occupy, 
with  a  single  track  railroad,  for  ordinary  railroad  purposes 
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and  uses,  with  suitable  and  necessary  turnouts  into  and  upon 
the  warehouses  and  wharves  located  thereon  (when  said  turn- 
outs are  requested  by  the  owners  of  said  warehouses  and 
wharves),  so  much  of  Delaware  avenue  as  lies  between  Dock 
street  and  the  south  side  of  Callowhill  street ;  Provided, 
That  whenever  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  shall  direct  the  widening  of  the  said  Dela- 
ware avenue  to  a  width  of  sixty  (60)  feet,  from  Dock  street 
to  Vine  street,  the  said  The  Eiver  Front  Railroad  Company 
shall  be  at  all  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  work  of  wharfing, 
filling,  and  pavihg  necessary  thereto, 

.  Sect.  2.  The  River  Front  Railroad  Company,  and  the 
Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Company,  are  hereby 
authorized  to  occupy  with  a  single  track  raih'oad,  for  the 
purposes  and  privileges  mentioned  in  Section  1  of  this  ordi- 
nance (or  with  a  double-track  when  the  width  of  the  street 
or  avenue  shall  render  the  same  practicable),  the  following 
streets  and  avenues,  viz. :  Delaware  avenue,  from  the  south 
side  of  Callowhill  street  to  Shackamaxon  street ;  Shacka- 
raaxon  street,  from  Delaware  avenue  to  Beach  street ;  and 
Beach  street,  from  Shackamaxon  street  to  and  across  Cum- 
berland street,  to  such  point  on  the  property  of  the  Phila- 
delphia and  Reading  Railroad  Company  on  the  northeasterly 
side  of  the  said  Cumberland  street  as  may  be  selected  b}'  the 
said  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Company.  It  being 
clearly  undei'stood  and  defined  that  any  and  all  sidings  or 
turnouts  that  may  be  constructed  from  and  out  of  the  line 
of  railroad,  as  herein  authorized,  into  or  upon  any  ware- 
house or  wharf  adjoining  the  same,  and  between  the  north 
side  of  Cumberland  street  and  the  south  line  of  Callowhill 
street,  shall  be  at  all  times  free  to  and  for  the  use  of  the  said 
River  Front  and  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Com- 
panies, so  that  all  manufacturers  and  business  interests 
along  the  said  line  shall  have  the  full  benefit  of  receiving 
from  and  delivering  property  to  said  roads. 

Sect.  3.  The  River  Front  Railroad  Company  are  hereby 
authorized  for  the  purposes  and  privileges  named  in  Section  1 
of  this  ordinance,  to  use  and  occupy  with  a  single  track  rail- 
road (or  with  a  double  track  when  the  width  of  the  street  or 
avenue  shall  render  the  same  practicable),  so  -much  of  Cum- 
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berland  street  as  lies  between  Beach  street  and  Richmond 
street,  the  easterly  side  of  Richmond  street  to  be  widened 
as  hereinafter  provided,  between  Cumberland  street  and 
Lehigh  avenue,  and  Lehigh  avenue,  from  Richmond  street 
to  the  line  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Trenton  Railroad;  Pro- 
vided, That  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Com- 
pany shall  dedicate,  free  of  cost,  for  public  use,  so  much  of 
their  property  lying  on  the  easterly  side  of  said  Richmond 
street  between  Cumberland  street  and  Lehigh  avenue,  as 
may  be  necessary  to  widen  the  said  Richmond  street  from 
Cumberland  street  to  Lehigh  avenue,  on  the  easterly  side 
thereof,  ten  (10)  feet.  And  provided  further,  That  the  River 
Front  Railroad  Company  shall  be  at  all  expense  of_  said 
widening,  as  well  as  of  the  grading,  paving,  and  maintaining 
the  said  portion  of  the  said  Richmond  street  so  widened  and 
occupied  by  it. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  Girard  Avenue  City  Passenger  Railway 
Company  be,  and  it  is,  hereby  authorized  to  occupy  and  use 
the  line  of  Allen  street,  from  Palmer  street  to  Shackamaxon 
street,  instead  of  Beach  street,  as  now  used ;  and  the  Second 
and  Third  Street  City  Passenger  Railway  Company  is  hereby 
authorized  to  change  the  position  of  that  portion  of  its  track 
now  laid  on  Delaware  avenue,  between  Laurel  and  Coates 
streets,  or  Fairmount  avenue,  to  the  westerly  side  of  Dela- 
ware avenue,  or  to  remove  the  same  to  the  line  of  Laurel 
street,  from  Frankford  road  to  Front  street,  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary to  accommodate  the  new  track  or  tracks  hereby  and 
herein  authorized ;  and  to  facilitate  this,  and  prevent  any 
unnecessary  obstruction  of  the  highways,  the  width  of  the 
footways  upon  said  Delaware  avenue,  between  Laurel  street 
and  Fairmount  avenue,  is  hereby  fixed  and  established  at  ten 
(10)  feet. 

Sect.  5.  The  said  railroad  company  or  companies  shall 
have  full  power  to  lay  its  or  their  tracks  over  and  across 
the  curb  and  footway,  when  the  same  is  necessary  for, curv- 
ing from  one  street  to  another;  Provided,  The  said  company 
or  companies  so  laying  said  track  or  tracks  across  any  curb 
or  footway  shall  pay,  or  secure  to  be  paid,  any  damage  that 
may  be  sustained  by  the  property  abutting  thereon ;  and 
said  company  or  companies  shall  also  maintain  and  keep  in

good  repair  the  tracks  hereby  authorized  to  be  laid,  as  well 
as  the  paving  between  the  curbs  of  the  carriage-way  occu- 
pied by  said  tracks  or  railroads,  excepting  in  the  case  of 
Richmond  street,  between  Cumberland  street  and  Lehigh 
avenue,  already  provided  for. 

Sect.  6.  The  position  of  said  railroad  tracks  upon  said 
streets  and  avenues  shall  conform  to  the  established  grade 
thereof,  and  shall,  as  to  plan  and  character  of  rail,  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  Board  of 
Surveyors  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia ;  and  it  is  hereby  stipu- 
lated, that  before  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  herein  desig- 
nated are  occupied  for  railroad  purposes,  that  the  individual 
company,  and  when  jointly  occupied  the  joint  companies,  shall 
file  an  obligation  with  the  Solicitor  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, protecting  the  said  City  from  any  expense  whatever 
consequent  upon,  or  growing  out  of  the  laying,  or  the  use  of 
said  railroad  tracks  hereby  authorized. 

Sect.  7.  That  if  at  any  time  hereafter  it  sliall  be  found 
that  the  transit  of  cars,  with  steam  power  or  otherwise,  over 
any  portion  of  the  streets  or  avenues  herein  mentioned  south 
of  Callowhill  street,  is  detrimental  to  the  general  uses  or 
traffic  upon  such  street  or  avenue,  the  Select  and  Common 
Councils  reserve  the  right  to  direct,  by  ordinance  or  resolu- 
tion, that  such  transportation  shall  be  conducted  or  carried 
on  only  between  the  hours  of  six  (6)  o'clock  P.  M.,  and  seven 
(7)  o'clock  A.M.  Provided,  That  no  higher  charges  shall 
be  made  by  either  of  the  companies  hereinbefore  named  for 
the  transportation  of  any  traffic  over  the  several  lines  of  rail- 
road hereinbefore  authorized  to  be  constructed,  than  are  per- 
mitted by  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  General  Assembly  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  entitled  ''An  Act  regu- 
lating railroad  companies,"  approved  the  nineteenth  day  of 
February,  A.  D.  1849.  And  provided  further,  That  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  any  engine  or  engines,  car  or  cars,  to  stand 
upon  any  part  of  the  railroad  track  hereby  authorized,  south 
of  Callowhill  street,  for  any  purpose,  for  a  longer  time  than 
ten  consecutive  minutes,  subject  to  a  penalty  of  five  dollars 
for  each  and  every  offence,  to  be  collected  as  like  penalties 
are  now  recoverable  by  law.

Clerk,  one  (1)  Discount  Clerk,  eight  (8)  Bill  Clerks,  four  (4) 
Registering  Clerks,  one  (1)  Judicial  Sales  Clerk,  one  (1) 
Chief  Search  Clerk,  four  (4)  Assistant  Search  Clerks,  one  (1) 
Messenger,  one  (1)  Watchman,  and  one  (1)  Janitor,  who 
shall  respectively  perform  the  duties  which  shall  be  assigned 
them  by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes. 

Sect.  2.  The  officers  named  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  en- 
titled to  the  following  annual  salaries :     Deputy  Receiver  of 
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Taxes,  two  thousand  (2,000)  dollars ;  Cashier,  two  thousand 
five  hundred  (2,600)  dollars;  Chief  Clerk,  two  thousand 
(2,000)  dollars ;  Discount  Clerk,  fifteen  hundred  (1,500)  dol- 
lars; Bill  Clerks,  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars;  Registering 
Clerks,  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars;  Judicial  Sales  Clerk, 
one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars ;  Chief  Search  Clerk,  twelve 
hundred  (1,200)  dollars;  Assistant  Search  Clerks,  one  thou- 
sand (1,000)  dollars;  Messenger,  one  thousand  (1,000)  dol- 
lars; Watchman,  six  hundred  (600)  dollars;  Janitor,  six 
hundred  (600)  dollars. 

Sect.  3.  That  no  receipt  for  taxes  shall  be  valid  or  bind- 
ing uppn  the  City  of  Philadelphia  unless  the  payment  be 
made  to  the  Cashier,  during  business  hours,  at  the  office  of 
the  Eeceiver  of  Taxes,  in  conformity  with  the  regulations  of 
the  department  for  the  safe  collection  of  taxes. 

Sect.  4.  The  Judicial  Sales  Clerk  shall  receive  and  make 
daily  returns  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  of  all  taxes  collected 
through  Sherifi"s  sales,  or  other  judicial  sales,  and  the  Re- 
ceiver of  Taxes  shall  prepare  daily  reports  in  duplicate  of  all 
such  collections,  which  he  shall  file  with  the  City  Controller 
and  City  Treasurer,  and  shall  also  keep  at  the  ofiice  of  the 
Sheriff  a  detailed  account  of  such  receipts,  subject  to  public 
inspection. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  shall  hereafter,  in  ad- 
dition to  the  detailed  returns  now  made  to  the  Controller,  of 
all  receipts  for  taxes,  prepare  and  keep  at  a  convenient  place 
in  his  department  a  detailed  daily  account,  by  wards,  of  all 
receipts  for  State  or  Municipal  taxes,  subject  to  public  inspec- 
tion. He  shall  also  display,  in  large  figures,  in  a  conspicu- 
ous place  in  the  office,  the  amount  of  discount  or  penalty 
fixed  by  law. 

Sect.  6.  That  hereafter  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  shall  pre- 
pare blank  poll  tax  receipts  in  books  containing  two  hundred 
thereof,  which  shall  be  impressed  by  the  Mayor  with  the 
proper  seal  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  which  said  books 
shall  be  issued  to  the  collectors  of  poll  tax  from  time  to  time, 
as  required,  and  the  stub  of  each  receipt  shall,  on  the  twenty- 
ninth  day  before  every  election,  be  returned  to  the  Receiver 
of  Taxes,  and  safely  kept  by  him  as  a  part  of  the  records  of 
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his  department.  And  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  pre- 
ceding such  election  the  said  Receiver  shall  transmit  to  the 
City  Controller  a  statement  showing  the  amount  of  poll  tax 
collected,  together  with  the  full  names  of  the  persons  paying 
the  same,  by  divisions  and  wards.  Also  the  names  of  all 
defaulting  collectors  of  poll  tax,  if  any,  with  the  amount  of 
such  default,  which  last  mentioned  statement  he  shall  also 
furnish  to  the  City  Solicitor  for  collection  and  prosecution  of 
the  offender.

To  provide  for  a  re-survey  of  the  harbor  of  Philadelphia,  and  to  authorize 
certain  transfers  toward  the  cost  thereof. 

Whereas,  The  latest  survey  of  the  Delaware  river  and  bay 
was  made  upwards  of  thirty-five  years  ago,  and  since  that 
time  the  wharves  and  piers  of  the  City  on  the  Delaware  have

AN  ORDINANCE 


To  authorize  the  extension  of  the  Sansom  street  sewer  in  the  Twenty- 
seventh  Ward. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and,  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into  a 
contract  with  mechanics  for  the  construction  of  the  main 
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sewer  on  Sansom  street,  from  the  terminal  point  of  the  con- 
tract of  July  5,  1877,  about  three  hundred  feet  west  of 
Forty-fifth  street,  and  extending  west  along  Sansom  street 
such  a  distance  as  can  be  constructed  for  about  twelve 
thousand  dollars,  the  unexpended  balance  of  that  portion  of 
loan  approved  July  13,  1875,  set  apart  for  the  construction  of 
a  sewer  on  Forty-fourth  street  and  Sansom  street,  as  per  ordi- 
nance approved  November  1,  1875. 

Sect.  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  said 
sewer,  and  that  the  contract  entered  into  for  the  construc- 
tion thereof,  shall  be  in  accordance  with  such  plans  and 
specifications. 

Sect.  3.  That  before  entering  into  the  said  contract,  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  cause  advertisements 
to  be  made  for  sealed  proposals  for  the  construction  of  the 
sewer  at  a  specific  sum  per  lineal  foot.  The  total  cost  of  said 
sewer  shall  not  exceed  the  estimates  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  for  the  work  to  be  done,  and  no  contract  there- 
for shall  be  binding  on  the  City  of  Philadelphia  until  the 
same  shall  have  been  approved  by  these  Councils. 

Sect.  4.  That  no  proposal  for  the  construction  of  the  said 
sewer  shall  be  considered  by  the  said  Chief  Commissioner, 
of  Highways,  unless  accompanied  by  an  engagement,  in 
writing,  from  two  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  guaranteeing 
the  faithful  execution  of  the  contract  in  case  such  proposal 
be  accepted. 

Sect.  5.  That  as  the  completion  of  the  said  sewer  shall 
progress,  there  shall  be  assessed,  and  charged  upon  the 
properties  in  front  of  which  the  same  shall  be  completed, 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each  lineal  foot  of 
the  front  of  the  said  properties. 

Sect.  6.  That  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  such  contract  that 
the  contractor  shall  accept  the  sums  so  assessed  and  charged 
under  the  foregoing  section  of  this  ordinance,  in  part  pay- 
ment of  his  contract  price,  and  that  he  shall  collect  the  same 
at  his  own  cost ;  and  the  better  to  enal)le  him  so  to  do,  he 
may  use  the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  employ 
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all  legal  remedies  or  proceedings,  whether  of  lien  or  other- 
wise, to  which  the  said  City  may  be  competent. 

Sect.  7.  That  payments  may  be  made  while  the  work  of 
constructing  the  sewer  is  in  progress  by  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Highways  in  warrants  upon  the  City  Ti'easurer, 
charged  to  loan  approved  July  13,  1875.  Said  payments,  in 
all  cases,  to  be  made  upon  a  certificate  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  estimating  the  amount  of  work  done  :  Pro- 
vided, That  for  all  current  estimates,  no  payments  shall 
exceed  four-fifths  of  the  money  meritoriously  earned  under 
said  contract,  after  deducting  the  ratable  proportion  of  the 
assessments  referred  to  in  Section  5  of  this  ordinance;  said 
payments  to  be  made  in  the  bonds  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, or  in  cash,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Mayor. 

Sect.  8.  Satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
contractor  to  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highwavs  that  full 
payment  has  been  made  for  all  labor  done  and  materials 
furnished  previously  to  drawing  a  warrant  for  the  final  esti- 
mate of  any  work  done  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance;  and  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  require  lull  and  entire 
payment  by  the  contractors  of  all  labor  and  materials  on 
account  of  such  work  ;  and  the  said  Commissioner  shall  give 
one  month's  notice,  in  two  daily  papers,  of  the  time  at  which 
final  payment  will  be  made  on  each  and  every  final  estimate.

For  the  care  of  the  public  highways  the  sum  of 
eleven  cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  eight  cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police  the  sum  of  twenty-four  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  the  markets  and  City  property  the 
sum  of  three  cents. 

Item  9.  For  the  Department  of  Fire  the  sum  of  nine  cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons  the  sum  of  three  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners  the 
sum  of  nine  cents. 

Item  12.  For  the  health  the  sum  of  eight  cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality 
the  sum  of  nineteen  cents.  And  said  amounts  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects,  subject  to  fur- 
ther direction  by  ordinance,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed  on  tax  bills  the 
rates  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
''  agricultural  and  farm  land,"  only  one-half  of  the  highest

tax  shall  be  levied;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the  re- 
lief and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  on  the  as- 
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sessed  property  situate  in  the  wards  where  houses  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by  the 
eighteenth  section  of  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  in  pursuance  of  the  power  vested  in  the

Regulating  discounts  and  penalties  for  payment  and  non-payment  of  taxes 
on  and  after  January  1,  1878. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  on  or 
before  the  thirty-first  of  August,  a  discount  at  the  rate 
of  four  per  cent,  per  annum  shall  be  allowed.  If  paid  after 
the  thirty-first  day  of  August,  and  on  or  before  the  fifteenth 
day  of  September,  an  addition  or  penalty  of  one-half  of  one 
per  cent,  shall  be  added  and  made  payable  to  the  same.  If 
paid  after  the  fifteenth  day  of  September,  and  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  October,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty 
of  one  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  October,  and 
on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  there  shall  be  an 
addition  or  penalty  of  one  and  one-half  per  cent.  If  paid 
after  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  and  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  November,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of 
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two  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  Novembor,  and 
on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  November,  there  shall  be 
an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  and  one-half  per  cent.  If  paid 
after  the  fifteenth  day  of  ISTovember,  and  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  December,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty 
of  three  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  December, 
and  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  December,  there  shall 
be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  three  and  one-half  per  cent.  If 
paid  after  the  fifteenth  day  of  December,  and  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  January,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  pen- 
alty of  four  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  January, 
and  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  January,  there  shall  be 
an  addition  or  penalty  of  four  and  one-half  per  cent. ;  and 
upon  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  after  the  fifteenth  day  of 
January,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  five  per 
cei>t.  added  to  and  made  payable  upon  the  same.  And  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Eeceiver  of  Taxes  to  display  from 
day  to  day  in  large  figures,  and  in  a  conspicuous  place  in 
the  tax  office,  the  amount  of  discount  or  penalty  fixed  by 
ordinance.
